Honored—High Tribute to His 


Memory by Pres. Wilson

monument to Carl 


Schurz, defender of liberty and friend 
of human, rights, brought tribute to 
his memory from the president of the 
United States by letter, from a number

spect and admiration to his memory."

Staple Crop Prices Increase
